When Hie wife of Bub Ht/simmuns stood :il his buck during 


one of his prize lights in the West some years ago and cheered 
him all through the brutal contest, and when the wife of Jack 
Johnson did a similar thing in Paris some days ago no one was 
surprised. It simply showed that Hie bruisers and their wives 
were well mated, and it is only natural llv.il a woman should 
desire the success of her husband, even though his business 
be that of smashing other men for pay. 


But when educated and titled men and women and minis- 


ters of the gospel lend their presence io the ringside and be- 
come enthusiastic at the sight of two trained and professional 
bruisers pummeling each other, as they have done recently in 
Europe, it brings surprise and the deepest regret to men and 
women everywhere of sane minds and sound morals. 
It 


makes no difference what excuse may be offered for this 
startling departure, there is no valid excuse or justification. It 
is simply an exhibition of people who ought to be in better 
business lowering themselves to a plane that they should be 
above. 


When Jack Johnson fought his battle near Paris recently 


there were many distinguished people present, including 
women, and at a'prize light in London the other day there 
were present not only many women, but numerous ministers 
of the gospel who became as enthusiastic as any of Hie specta- 
tors. 
In fact, one of them served as master of ceremonies. 


This was in Europe and should not, perhaps, be disturbing 


to the people of this country, but when we reflect on the fash- 
ion of importing fashions from abroad these incidents are cal- 
culated to give rise to apprehension. With the royalty of the 
Old World patronizing (his brutal and'degrading sport, how 
long will it be before Americans, who have sufficient fondness 
foHl already, and while professing lo outlaw it actually per- 
mit it under'the guise of "boxing," throw olf all disguise and 
restraint and place prize lighting on the plane of respectability 
occupied by baseball and other wholesome athletic sports? 


It is to be hoped such a lime will never come, and all op- 


posed to such degrading exhibitions should stand solidly to- 
gether against the possible clothing of them with the air of 
respectability. 
Happily, it is to be believed that it will be a 


long time before any American minister of the gospel so far 
demeans himself as to patronize, and thereby encourage, one 
of the most brutal 'sports in the world.
